We are facing an extreme condit¬ 
ion in our sugar beet harvest. There 
now remains about 50 p.c of our crop 
or 50,000 tons of beets frozen in the 
ground. These beets have a value. If 
jroperly harvested, of 3350,000 to the 
n’owers. That is a huge sum of mon¬ 
ey, and important at any time but It 
'>ecomea doubly Important in this per 
iod of low wheat prices and general 
financial depression. It is therefore 
■^88ential that we bend our every eff¬ 
ort toward the successful completion 
of our beet harvest. 

We are indebted to the Canadian 
Sugar Factories Ltd. for this addit¬ 
ion! cash crop in our Southern Alb-

disaster if they receive beets which 
cannot be made Into sugar (the price 
of sugar is very low, in view of 
which, our initial payment for beets 
is high) The mixing of frozen with 
unfrozen beets after they are harves 
ted would cause serious loss if accep¬ 
ted by the company. This loss they 
are not prepared to sustain. 

They have now received some 14,060 
tons of frozen beets when the terms 
of our contract made that step unnec¬ 
essary. Their attitude has always been 
fair, and favorable to the growers. 

Complete Instructions for harvest¬ 
ing the balance of our crop have been 
issued. If these instructions are adher 
ed to by the growers our beets will 
not be rejected at the receiving stx* 
Iona and neither party wlU sustain 
loss. 

We ask you as growers, therefore, 
to study the Instructions you have re 
ceived and co-operate fully with the 
company and their field men. In this 
important matter, for their protection 
and your own.

I 
These matters are taken care of In ' 
recently promulgated regulations and 
In the 2,500 miles of main highways 
of the Province (outside of cities, | 
towns, or villages) the locations and 
design of filling stations, garages or 
refreshment booths must be approv¬ 
ed. Nor can any new private struc¬ 
ture be nearer the centre of these 
main highways than 60 feet. Provis¬ 
ions supplementary to sanitary regu¬ 
lations already In force, arc also in^ 
eluded in regard to tourist camps. 
The general object of the regulations ' 
in regard to such pubic conveniences 
Is also required. 

The regulations which should main 
tain traffic safety, convenience and 
amenity, read in part: ! 

On any declared (main) highway j 
the design, location and construction ' 
of any building or part thereof, which 
is or is intended to be used as a gas¬ 
oline filling station, garage, automo¬ 
bile service station or for the pur- 
ooac of supplying travellers with re¬ 
freshment shall be subject to the ap¬ 
proval of the Town Planning Advis¬ 
ory Board. All applications for ap- 
oroval shall be submitted to the Dir¬ 
ector of Town Planning, Parliament 
Buildings, Edmonton. 

Plans, designs and specifications 
ire to be furnished with the applica¬ 
tion forms, and a yearly license fee 
are not to prohibit, but to assist in 
co-operation with the owners in mak¬ 
ing their buildings and equipment

Olympic Village plan. The Committee 
is going to very great expense and 
effort in prearing the Olympic Village 
plan, which it believes will be accept 
ed by all countries as an ideal arrang 
ement.

National Olymlc Committees that at¬ 
taches be appointed to maintain a 
very close contact between the Or¬ 
ganizing Committee and the visiting 
teams. These attaches will have of¬ 
fices io the Olympic Village during | 
the Games, and being familiar mou- | 
tbs in advance, with the personnel | 
and details of operation of the Organ 
Izlng Committee, will be of great ser¬ 
vice to the countries they represent.
